the South 
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Hess Flares Up Under 


Further Exammation 


N a surprise re-examination by a psychiatrist late yesterday, 
Rudolph Hess—who, it was announced on Saturday, is to 
stand trial with the other leading Nazis before the War 
Crimes Tribunal at Nuremberg—reacted sharply to questions 
dealing with the Nazi régime. 


He “bristled” every 


The tests, he explained, had been 
undertaken in order to ascertain 
what effect the sudden “restoration 
of memory ” had on the former No. 
3 Nazi. Dr. Gilbert said that Hess 
flared up angrily when asked: 

“You know, don’t you, what 
Hitler said about you after you flew 
to Scotland?” 

“I don’t know, and I don’t want 
to know; it doesn’t interest me,” 
Hess repned furiously. He quickly 
subsided, and replied calmly to 
questions until the Fuehrer’s name 
was again mentioned. 

“I asked Hess whether he knew 
that the names of all streets named 
after him had been changed by 
order of Hitler,” Dr. Gilbert said. 

“* Of course I know it,’” he ex- 
claimed. 

“This reply,” Dr. Gilbert stated, 
“showed the defensive mechanism 
of a hysteric personality reacting.-to: 
an idea that was ‘catastrophic to hi 
ego—he was seeking 
amnesia. | 

Sir Hartley Shawcross, British: 
Attorney-General and Chief British 
Prosecutor, arrived at ‘Nuremberg 
yesterday by air from London to 
complete preparations for the 
British case, which he will open 
to-morrow. i i 

Sir Hartley and his British col- 
leagues are said to consider that 
the prosecution to date has been. too 
long and detailed. They are believed 
to be planning to get through their 
entire case in three to four days, 
and Sir Hartley is determined that 
all his team shall adhere to a strict 
timetable. 

. The prosecution is many days 
behind schedule, and an arrange- 
ment has had to made by -vhich the 
United States prosecutors can 
resume teir case on the first clause 
in the indictment when the British 
case is finished. 

The other prosecutors protested 
to Justice Jackson, the Chief 
United States Prosecutor, over the 
United States presentation of 
evidence which the British, French 
and Russian prosecutors say should 
come from the teams. This matter 
has not yet been cleared up, but 
some kind of compromise is being 
worked out.

‘Split Among 
Northern 
Nationalists 


A SERIOUS cleavage in the 
ranks of the Nationalist Party 
in Northern Ireland came to light at 
a meeting in St. Columb’s Hall, 
Londonderry, last night, called 
under the auspices of the National 
Amnesty Committee to demand the 
release of Irish bee prisoners 
in Belfast, Dublin and English 
jails and to protest against the resi- 
dence permit regulations. 

The disclosure came through 
piguant references by Mr. Harry 
Diamond, Socialist Republican 
M.P., Belfast, and other speakers to 
the acceptance by Mr. T. J. Camp- 
bell, .P., of a County Court 
Judgeship and a statement in Stor- 
mont by Mr. Cahir Healy that the

Mr. Diamond declared that 
Britain’s agents at Stormont, 
unbale to hold the Six Counties 
by the democratic sanction 
of nationally minded people, had 
adopted other measures. One 
Nationalist had accepted a’ com- 
mission from His Majesty King 
George to interpret the infamous, 
Civil Powers Act, which was being 
used against Irish patriots.

Mr. Lemass said that they were 
facing a critical period, not as 
critical as the years that had gone, 
but a: period which was going to 
influence very considerably the 
whole future course of Irish history.
